George Halas of Bears and George P. Marshall 
combine in re-writing rules to open up game. 
Biggest changes: Forward passing allowed from 
anywhere behind line (previously passer had to 
be 5 yds back); and posts returned to goal line. 


Three George P. Marshall proposals adopted: Sep- 
aration of teams into two leagues (or confer- 
ences), balanced scheduling and establishment of 
World Championship Playoff Game (tremendous- 
ly increasing players’ incentive and income). 


First annual All-Star Game between graduating 
collegians and the pros: Bears 0, Stars 0.

Named head coach Dec. 22, 
1958, succeeding Kuharich who was permitted to 
resign five-year contract to become head coach at 
University of Notre Dame.
